- And for all Cloth of 5 Quatters wide, exceeding 5 5. per Yard, ſhall pay the like Duty ; and for every 
Yard of Cloth, or Frize of Yard wide, exceeding 3 5. per Yard, ſhall pay the like : And all Ratteens above 
ide, exceeding, 4 5. per Yard, the ſame : All narrow Frize, exceeding, 2 -. per Yard, the ſame :. 
All Serges and Druggets at a Yard broad, exceeding 2 5. 6 4d. per Yard,” the ſame: All narrower than 3 
Quarters, exceeding 2 s. per Yard, the ſame : And all Shalloons, exceeding 16 d. per Yard, the ſame : All 
balf-yard broad Stuffs, exceeding 10 4. per Yard, the ſame : And all of that breadth mixed with Silk, or 
Hair, the ſatne : All Stuffs, or Shags made of all Hair, the ſame : And all Silks made in England, exceeding 


2-5. 6 d. per Yard; the ſame: All Flannels, Bays, Swanskins, or Seys, Exceeding 1 -. per Yard, the ſame - 


All Linſey-Woolſey that ſhall be Printed, or Calender'd, to pay one Penny per Yard X the Place of 
Printing. -_ « * DT ro ; 
| This Duty may be Colletted thus : As all the Commodities have a place to Seal them by their way of 
Trade; andat thoſe Places, Collc&ors, may be appointed, who ſhall underſtand theſe Commodities, and 
they; or cither of them, with a Superviſor, ſhall ſet the Duty upon the Commodities, and Seal them with 
a Seal, ſignifying the Duty paid ; and all under the Duty, ſhall have likewiſe a Seal ſignifying the ſame ; 
and if the Maker, or any Perſon for him, or after him, ſhall offer to ſell any of the aforeſaid Commodities, 


either by Wholeſale or Retail, without theſe Marks or Seals, that they ſhall be liable to ſuch a Penalty as - 
ſhall be thought fit, or if the Merchant, or other. Dealers ſhall buy or receive any of the- aforeſaid Goods ' 


into their Cuſtody, without theſe Marks; they ſhall be liable to the ſame ; or if any other Perſon ſhall 
Conceal any of the aforeſaid Goods, theſe Goods ſhall be forfeited to the King, and they likewiſe liable to 
a Penalty, as-ſhall be thought fit. But if any of the ſaid Commodities have no Place to Seal them, by way 
of Trade, that the Place ſhall be appointed for them by the Commiſſioners. 3% 

- But for the Commodities now in all hands, they muſt be charged where they be found; which will raiſe 
the Three Millions above-mentioned, and may-be Collecd in the firſt Month ; for- all whole Pieces of 
FG and Stuffs their Lengths are known, and Fineneſs ſeen without Trouble, and the Remnants can be

: And to avoid all Diſputes with the Owners for their Goods, being overcharged by the Duty that any of 
them under that Apprehenſion, ſhall ſet that part to the ColleQors for the Duty, and they obliged to take 
it ; ſo that this can no way diſcourage the Woollen-ManufaQure,for in all Hands that the ſaid Goods ſhall 
paſs through from the Maker to the Weater, they will get 2 4. in the Shilling for the_Ufe of the Duty, 
which is above 16 1. per Cent. though the Goods hie on their Hands a Year ; fo that this can effe& none but* 
the Wearer, and in every particular the Poor may be exempted without prejudice ; for the Coarſeſtis ge- 
nerally the Thickeſt; and conſequently the warmeſt, and all others may be as cheap Cloathed as they were 


formerly, if they pleaſe notwithſtanding this Duty ; for if he that bought Cloth of 20 5. per Yard, buys 


that of 18 s, per Yard ; and he that bought at 16 5. 6 d. buys that of 15 s. and he that bought at 1 3 5. buys 
that of 12 s. and he that bonght at 9 s. 6 d. buys that of 9 5. it will coſt but the ſame Money ; and a Man of 
good Judgment ſhall hardly diſtinguiſh the Difference. «>
